The ceaee-fire should include all kinds of warfare and encompass 
all Indochina, and should lead promptly to the restoration of pence. 

D» On a reciprocity basis, immediate and unconditional release of 
all prisoners of war held by both sides. 

C- Complete withdrawals of all external forces from South Viet-Narn, 
Cambodia, Laos, on- time-tables agreed between the interested parties. 


D- An expanded Conference, .including the Governments of Carnbo4ia 
and' Laos, to discuss the various aspects of the cease-fire througliout 
Indochina, and withdrawal! of external forces.
